As seen in Figure 2 of FR-2692642, a coupling part 3 forming a 
piston has a torsion shock absorbing device 5 and 7 that rotates with it. The torsion absorber 
has two coaxially rotating parts, which run circumferentially against an elastic part 8. An 
English language translation of the Abstract is provided herewith.
